11 the liquor de mixed, or ta imitation with 
spirits added, by touching a lighted taper to it it 
will imme.lial.dv take lire and continue to burn 
till all the added spirit is burnt out of it. If 
then tin- nr.. U hMNBJaaJ till clmllitiou or boil 
ing t.il.e^ pbtos, and the riMC will burn by the 
application ol the taper, it is mixed with wine. 
The innate spirits of pure wine will not take 
tire until the liquor is brought to. a boil. 

There are many other 'chemical tests which 
are infallable, but few can apply them. 1 there 
fore give the most simple but reliable. Second: 
If an article which ii represented to be pure 
juice or pure port wiue should be suspected, 
heat as above. If the vapor will not burn when 
first it rises, i.or will take fire from the applica 
tion of the taper when ebullition is produced, 
you may rely that there is not one drop of wine 
in the sample; and If, by holding some of it in 
your moiiih a short time, sad alter spittinu it 
out \ou find your teeth on edye, or upon griud 
ing them io-ether ihey appear to adhere, as it 
ihe enamel whs solieueal, you may rely on it 
ihat that article is diluted sulphuric acid, us a 
base, with other ingredients io give aroma, &.c

Tut Hurndox Mpdal. — The medal ordered to 

be prepared by the Virginia Legislature, iu hou 

or of the late Captain Ilcrndon, of the ill fated 

steamship Central American, and presented to 

his widow, has been finished. From a descrip 

tion of it in the Richmond Enquirer, we copy the 

following: 
• 

The iicrndoti medal in of pure gold, about 
two iuches in diameter. On one side is depicted 
in bold relief the scene of ihe tempest, the life 
boat crowded with passengers and struggl'm" 
with the waves, the steamer half dismantled and 
the heroic commander standing resolutely on an 
elevated part of the wreck. The necessarily 
small scale of the picture does not admit of auy 
strict accuracy in the depiction of the human 
figures, but like the beautiful symbolic enirrav 
ings from the antique, it is sufficiently distinct to 
relate iu an unmistakable form the now well 
known story ol ihe Christian hero's self saeri 
ficing devotion Around this device are inserib 
ed the following words: ''Devotion to duty 
Christiau conduct, and genuine tieroi-m re-pect 
ed and revered." I he reverse of ihe m.-dal 
bears the following inscription, surrounded bv a 
delicate olive wreath, wrought with equisite 
fiuish and minuteness: "Presented lo the widow 
of Captain William Lewis Herndou. United 
States Navy, by Virginia, as a tesiimunial of re 
spect lor her virtuous son, it noble aud tailaut 
officer. H&8." fa
